An organization was effected 
providing for a genera] committee 
of 45 members, representing every 
business interest or group of tax- 
payers in the State, to be appointed 
by the various groups before Jan. 
°1, when a meeting will be held at 
Kansas City to elect officers, name | 
an Executive Committee of seven, ' 
develop plans for the examination 
of governments, and set the ma- 
chinery of the organization in mo- 
tion. 
bout 180 delegates, from al! 
parts of the State, accepted the in- 
vitation of the Associated Indus 
tries of Missouri, which called t! 
conference for the purpose otf 
forming such an organization. Th: 
plan outlined’ by Elmer Donnell, 
managing director of the Aasasoc!i- 
ated Industries, and James Mce- 
Queeny of Kansas City, chairman 
of the Tax Committee of that 
body, was adopted with a few 
slight amendments. 

Representation in Committee. 
The general committee wil] con- 
sist of three representatives of agri- 
culture, banks, the preas, manu- 
facturers, insurance organizations, 
mining, commercial organizations, 
civic organizations, home owners, 
labor, transportation, public utili- 
ties, Associated Industries, reta!l- 
ers and wholesalers. The genera] 
committee will be ampowered to 
fill any vacancies arising. Each 
group will select its original mem- 
bers. 

“This is not a movement itn the 
interest of any group, but for the 
benefit of all the people.” Donnell! 
explained. “Without the agupport 
of public sentiment, and the active 
support of the people, ft will fal! 
flat.’ 

“The proposition is not a reduc- 
tion of taxes in St. Louis, Kansas 
City or anywhere else.
